wishes to seat his son firmly upon the 
throne in order to thw art the alleged in­ 
trigues of ex-Queen Natalie. 
It is stated 
that King Milan has extracted from a Lib 
•ral ministry pledges to alter nothing in 
tho foreign policy of Servia. 
Tho Liberals 
will, however, find the situation difficult in 
tho face of tho growing power of the Rad­ 
icals. 
Tho differences between King Milan and 
Queen Natalie woro caused mostly by the 
dissipations 
of

King. 
The match be­ 
tween them was purely 
a 
love affair. 
King 
Milan was only Prince 
of Servia when,in 1875, 
on a visit to Russia, lie 
mot Natalie, the daugh 
tor of the Russian Col 
onel, 
Keezko. 
They 
were married in Octo­ 
ber, 1875, and until the 
beginning of 1877 ho 
was devoted to hor, but 
from that date ho lie- ex-queen Natalie 
gun, it is said, to neglect her, and soon his 
alleged iutidelities wero tho talk of tho 
country. 
In 1882 he became King, and at once set 
to work, it it said, to find somo pretext for 
a divorce in order that ho might m arry 
the princess of some reigning family. 
Tho 
Queen formed rival schemes against the 
King for tho sake of her son, to whom she 
wished to secure tho succession to tho 
throne. 
Many attem pts were made to 
patch up a truce between the couple, but 
without success, and the Queen finally left 
Servia. 
She went to Russia, and while 
there the King made an unsuccessful effort 
to steal her son. 
She moved to Germany 
and there, through tho aid of Bismarck, 
the King obtained possession of tho boy. 
The K ing’s first application for a divorce 
was refused. Thesecond attem pt at separa­ 
tion was more successful, and on Oct. 24, 
1888, tho King received a decree of di­ 
vorce. 
A rumor is current that ex-Queen Natalie 
wall roturn to Servia and tako up her resi­ 
dence a t Kraguyevat. 
V ienna, March 7.—The Fremdenblatt 
says it has authority to announce that the 
Servian policy will not be changed un ler 
the regency.

They were aceoifipanied by 
Mrs. Folsom, ex-Postmaster-General and 
Mrs. Dickinson and Colonel and Mrs. La­ 
mont a n i family. 
Ex-Secretary and Mrs. 
Fairchild escorted them to the station, 
where they were met by all the members 
of the retiring Cabinet and their families. 
The party was recognized by the crowd in 
the station and Mr. Cleveland was cheered 
until he disappeared in his car. 
P hiladelphia, Pa., March 6.—Ex-Pres­ 
ident and Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. Folsom, 
ex Postmaster-General Dickinson and Mrs. 
Dickinson and Col. and Mrs. Lamont and 
family were met at Wilmington by George 
AV. Childs and a few friends, and arrived 
here at 2 o’clock. 
No stop was marie how­ 
ever, the party proceeding at once to New 
York. 
Nvv York, March 7.—Grover Cleveland 
entered this city for the first time in four 
years as a private citizen. 
He and his J 
party came from W ashington by wav of 
the Baltimore & Ohio railroad on a special 
train of three cars and arriving at the depot 
of the Central Railroad of New Jersey at 6 
o’clock p. rn., an hour late. 
Mr. George W. Childs boarded the ex- 
Presiiknt’s car at Wilmington, Del., and 
rode with Mr. Cleveland to W ayne June- , 
tion, beyond Philadelphia. 
A t Philadelphia 
Anthony J. Droxel boarded the car and j 
accompanied tho ex-President to Wayne ; 
Junction, where he aqd Mr. Childs left the 
car to return to Philadelphia. 
Several j 
hundred people gathered at the station in 
Philadelphia hoping to catch a glimpse of j 
the retiring President and his wife, but Mr. 
Cleveland remained seated in the car while 
tho train remained there. 
The Salem 
(Mass.) 
Flamlioau club arrived at tho 
Philadelphia 
depot shortly before 
the 
Cleveland train and remained until the la t­ 
ter train had loft and then followed to New 
York. 
The band of tho Salem party gave 
the ex-president a {tarting salute as his 
train drew out of the depot. 
The ex-Presideut’s modesty was respon­ 
sible for the lateness of the arrival here. In 
the hope of avoiding the crowd at the 
depot his train was side tracked for an 
hour at Bergen Point at his request. 
The 
effort to avoid tho crowd went all amiss, 
however. 
Five carriages and two trucks 
wero at the station to convey the party 
and its baggage to the Victoria 
hotel, 
and in addition an ever-increasing crowd 
was there, scurrying across tho tracks to 
meet each 
train 
to catch a glimpse 
of Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland. 
They did not 
get discouraged, either, but shivered in the 
bleak west wind. 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland 
alighted from tho rear platform of the 
third car. 
Mrs. Cleveland looked charm ­ 
ing as she walked down the platform on 
the arm of her husband. 
She woro a long 
coat of red material, a very becoming hat, 
and carried in her left hand a magnificent 
bouquet of rosos. 
Cheering and crushing 
tho crowd followed down tho platform to 
the carriages. 
Jersey City policemen in 
vain attem pted to stay tho people. 
Mrs. 
Cleveland smiled as if pleased by the warm 
reception, and Mr. Cleveland several times 
touched his hat. 
When the two finally entered their car­ 
riage and stood waiting the other members 
of the party, a man proposed three cheers 
and a tiger for Grover Cleveland. 
They 
were given with 
a will, as were three 
cheers for Mrs. Cleveland. 
Then followed 
three and a tiger for Private Secretary 
Lamont. 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland entered 
tho first carriage, Mrs. Lamont, the babies, 
and maid the second, 
and ex-Secrotary 
Dickinson, Mrs. Dickinson, and Mrs. Fol­ 
som the 
third. 
They wore driven 
on 
board tho ferry and conveyed direct to the 
New York Shore at Liberty street. Thence 
they wero driven to tho Victoria hotel.

Lansing, Mich., March 7.—A jo in t reso­ 
lution of vital interest to $ IOO, OOO, OOO of 
capital, mostly from the East, invested in 
mining property in the upper peninsula of 
Michigan, has passed the Legislature. The 
constitution provides that all corporations 
except municipal, railroad, and canal cor­ 
porations shall not exist for a longer 
period thdh thirty years. 
The joint reso­ 
lution proposes to so amend tne constitu­ 
tion as to enable the Legislature to legalize 
the reorganization of corporations whose 
charters are about to expire, if two-thirds 
of the capital stock votes for such reor­ 
ganization, and also to legalize the reorgan­ 
ization of corporations whose charters have 
already expired when four-fifths of the 
stock votes therefor. 
A score of smaller 
mining corporations 
which feared that 
their larger rivals could secure over one- 
fifth of their stock and then by refusing to 
vote for reorganization force their sale by 
the courts and bid in their projierty, en­ 
deavored to have the resolution so amend­ 
ed as to require only a two-thirds vote on 
both cases, but this was defeated. 
The 
people will vote on the proposed amend­ 
ment in April. 
The charters of a large 
number 
of mining 
corporations have 
already expired and tho power to reorgan­ 
ize them must depend solely on the result 
i of tha election. 
Another joint resolution 
, passed calls for a vote this spring upon a 
j constitutional amendment to increase the 
I Governor’s salary from $1,000 a year to 
$4, OOO.

fire engine; to secure 2 per cent tax from 
insurance companies; to create a police re­ 
lief fund in Milwaukee; authorizing the 
State superintendent to manage school 
libraries; to make the penalty for kidnap­ 
ing ten years in prison; requiring the 
treasury agent to make an annual report; 
Increasing the penalty for assault anil rob­ 
bery. 
A joint resolution was passed to amend 
the constitution in relation to the incorpor­ 
ation of cities and with reference to the 
State superintendent. 
Several petitions were presented in the 
House favoring tho medical bill. 
The bill 
was passed authorizing the citizens of 
Ripon to vote for water works and creat 
ing a municipal court in Menominee, Dunn 
county.

With fast 
dynamite cruisers, dynamito cannon a 
possibility for cast steel heavy artil­ 
lery, and a new powder for small arms, 
among our late products, it will be 
seen that we are prepared, if it comes 
to the test to repeat the achievements 
of the days when our monitors and 
Parrott and Rodman guns reduced the 
old navies to the condition of old junk. 
The explosive power of the new powder 
is somewhat less than dynamite und 
considerably below tho later inventions 
known in Europe. But the claim of 
superior safety and its adaptability to 
firearms, with the possibility of making 
a cannon in which it can be used, will, 
if substantiated by experience, make it 
far more efficiei^ in war than the old 
explosives.—Exchange.

Strangulation Produces Coloration. 
The question is asked why the face 
of a person I who is strangled turns 
black ? An answer to this is as fol­ 
lows : Blood is of two kinds, arterial 
or bright blood, and venous or dark 
blood. The brilliant color of the ar­ 
terial blood is due to oxygen which it 
carries from the lungs to the tissues; 
th ese rob it of its charge, and it hur­ 
ries back to the lungs as dark venous 
blood for more. If this regular course 
of nature is arrested by strangulation, 
which means the compression of the 
jugular vein, the venous blood is re­ 
tained above the ligature and becomes 
less and less oxygenated. If the liga­ 
ture is very tight the carotid arteries 
will also be blocked, and no more ar­ 
terial blood will reach the head and 
face. And so the result of strangula­ 
tion is blackness, or rather purpleness, 
of the face—the Shtcome of an excess 
of venus blood and deficiency of oxy­ 
genation.

$ Question lhat Still Bother* the Head* of 
Fam ilies. 
The fundamental principle of dis* 
Spline through all ages up to the pres­ 
ent esoteric period has been “spare the 
fod and spoil tho child,” and the chil­ 
dren who are fathers and grandfathers 
jow we?e whipped for what they did, 
$nd whipped for they didn’t, and whip- 
Sed again for fear of what thev might 
o. Mothers the most dignified and 
celebrated spanked their children for 
every trifling offense, fathers flogged 
their sons regularly Saturday nights 
whether they had committed any mis­ 
demeanor or not, just a9 mothers and 
nurses gave them their weekly bath, 
because it was the night for it, and the 
Bchoolmasters feruled their pupils for 
idle smallest breach of school discipline. 
Children received little consideration, 
their rights were not respected, and 
ittle was done for their pleasure or 
amusement. Even so great a person­ 
age as her Majesty the Queen of En­ 
gland and Empress of India, on tho 
iccasion of a visit to Scotland, where 
ler plaided subjects were giving her 
public demonstration of welcome, 
seized the disobedient future King 
of 
Great 
Britain 
and 
spanked 
him 
so 
artistically 
before 
tho 
assembled multitude that ho was 
obliged 
to 
stand 
through 
the 
rest of the ceremonies. When Mrs. 
Hayes was turning society’s wine­ 
glasses upside down in Washington 
she frequently sweetened up her chil­ 
dren with a seasonable and sym­ 
metrical spanking, at which art she 
was 
an adept. The Rev. Lyman 
Beecher, with all his fondness for, 
children, was in sympathy with Qio 
spanking system, and advocated the 
theory that while a blow on the head 
was injurious to a child, nature had 
provided most excellent facilities and 
advantages for spanking, and that no 
physical bad results could ensue. Many 
conscientious and patient mothers in­ 
dorse that doctrine; but savants, phy­ 
sicians and psychologists are opposed. 
Spanking is going out of fashion, 
slowly and gracefully, like bustles.

SOME OF THE EFFECTS OF THE NEW DE­ 
PARTURE—QUALITIES NEEDED. 


Many in this city will be pleased in 
Gustave K obbe’s article on ‘‘Amateur 
Theatricals” in the March C entury. 
“ Am ateur theatricals,” say® M r. K ob- 
be, “have had a m atked influence upon 
social life. 
They have made it less exclusive. The 
jealousy with which it formerly guarded 
its privacy caused publicity to seem ra­ 
ce mpatible with good breeding, and na­ 
turally created a prejudice against the 
profession whose member®, tbrongh the 
very character of their work, necessarily 
come conppicn uslv before the p n b ln . 
When the old slipshod methods were 
abandoned for thoroughness of prepara­ 
tion almost if not quite equal to that 
which prevails on the professions! stage, 
the amateur® became cognizant of the 
many sterling qualities which an actor of 
the first rank m ust possess in addition to 
natural dramatic gifts. They recognized 
the great artistic value of a successful 
portrayal of character, and natl rally the 
actor and his work grew in honor among 
them . 
There was, of .com ae,.a touch of 
vanity withal. W ere they not emulat­ 
ing professional actors? How [could 
they then afford to look down[upcn those 
Uke whom they were striving to be? 
Then, too, as soon as the amateurs begin 
to rehearse and play in public theater®, 
they gained a neaier view cf professional 
dramatic matter®. 
They saw theatrical 
life no longer under the glamour of tfce 
froth*hts. They were brought face to 
face with the stern reality behind tho 
scenes and learned that the actor’s life is 
one of loyal devotion to hi® art, often 
under condition® of hardship whish no 
other profession impose®. 
There they 
found aleo a wealth of generous, self” 
sacrificing natures which they could not 
but honor. 
Nor could they fail to d is­ 
cover that in theatrical circle® as in others 
there are various degrees of culture, and 
that among the members of the profes­ 
sion are men aud women who would De 
ornaments in the most refined society. 
And so it is that the stage baa been 
brought into closer relation® with soc ety ; 
and from this more intim ate relation­ 
ship a new kind of am ateur theatrical® 
ha® in turn sprung up, called mixed 
theatricals, conflating of performances in 
which both professionals and am ateurs 
take p a rt.”

Pneumonia. 
According to a m edical contempo­ 
rary, D r. G ouverneur L. Sm ith, of New 
York, has just given some interesting 
and startling facts in regard to pneu­ 
monia. 
D r. Sm ith points out th at the 
disease is becoming worse every year, 
increasing rath er than decreasing, both 
in the num ber of cases and the per­ 
centage of m ortality. 
The statistics 
of the Pennsylvania hospital show th a t 
the m ortality from pneum onia there 
advanced from 154 per cent, in 1847, to 
184 r>er cent, in 1867, and 31 per cent. 
in 1886. 
Sim ilarly, in th e New York 
hospital, the ratio of m ortality is m ore 
th an double w hat it was in 1878. 
T hirty or forty years ago it was re­ 
garded as serious, b u t it did not excite 
anything like th e alarm it does to-day. 
D r. Sm ith is rath er inclined to believe 
th a t the m edical art, instead of pro­ 
gressing in its treatm ent 
of pneu­ 
monia, has actually gone back, and 
holds th at th e old m ethods of treating 
th e disease at th e tim e it was less dead­ 
ly, have been abandoned for m ethods 
m ore finical b u t less efficacious.—A t­ 
lanta C o n stitu tio n .
